What may be done, as between 
native banks, to attach conditions 
to any bank order we do not know, 
nor need we care in view of the 
fact that no conditional order would 
be looked at by foreign banks or 
merchants. So long as the order 
is clean, it is treated as being “as 
good hard silver: and the’ 
guild’s witness was convicted ont: 
of his own mouth when he said 
that bank orders were known 
as “golden butterflies” because 
they could “ fly all over China.” 

The conclusion that the 
evidence given on behalf of the guild 
was doliberately moant as a clever 
piece of evasion, which by means 
of raising a half trath should ob- 
scure the real issues of the case. 
We cannot believe that the guild 
seriously intends to abide by this 
attitade. To do so would simply 
mean the cessation of all business 
in native orders for the future, and 
for present the very serious 
possibility of the repudiation of all 
bank orders now outstanding. On 
the other hand there is a suspicion 
that it might be convenient, in the 
special circumstances of the case, to 
put forward a man of straw who 
would be willing to give evidence in 
amanoer that no responsible member 
of the gaild would dare to emulate. 
Against such conduct no doubt the 
Court will be able to protect itself. 
In the long ran we are convinced 
that the President of the Bankers’

We print to-day a letter from 
Mr. Duncan McNeill in which 
sharp exception is taken to. our 
publication yesterday of Dr. Ku 
Hung-ming’s protest againt the 
revolationary broadsheets which are 
being distributed daily in the streets 
of Shanghai.

Of 
Dr. Kun Hung-ming’s private, 
motives we bave no knowledge, 
and it shoald not bo necessary to 
say that, had we read his letter in 
ttributed to it by Mr.

but the ostensible one, namely, a 
warning that certain actions or 
inactions may be attended by certain 
results.

The central boards will be abolished. 

If the men’s and the employers’ 
sides of the Board are unabletoagree, 
they can call in a chairman selected 
from a panel pre} the Board 
of Trade. If eae cae to 
agree regarding a selection, the 
Board of Trade may appoint a 
chairman, whose decision shall be! 
final, to operate immediately. 

The powers of the Boards, which 
have hitherto been confined to ques- 
tion of wages and hours, are to be! 
extended to conditions ‘of service, 
but matters of discipline and 
management are still excluded. 

No provision is made for re- 
cognition of the unions, but a step 
in this direction is contained in the 
provision of a secretary for the 
men’s side of the Boards who may 
be a non-employee of the company 
and may be empowered to act as 
the men’s advocate. 

A third and last opinion is also 
expressed thot the interchange of 
ideas between the companies and 
the trade unions regarding the 
feasibility of a national programme, 
before the latter is launched, would 
he attended with valuable results. 

The Commissioners declare that 
no encouragement or asi 
should be given to either side 
refasiny to abide by a settlement. 
Ample protection should be given 
to those desiring to observe it ; and 
while the men should be entitled 
to determine their engagements, 
they should not be permitted to 
intimidate those who desire to work.

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THE STRUGGLE 
FOR HANKOW, 
Oct. 21. 


Yesrenvav’s news gives a dis- 
tinctly unfavourable account of the 
Imperialist situation. We have yet 
mach to learn of the true course of 
events. But thero is clearly no 
question that Thursday's fighting 
ended in a temporary success for 
tho insurgents, with their opponents 
retiring away from and down the 
river. Worst of all is the report 
that Admiral Sab is doubtful of 
the fidelity of the bluejackets. 
But, considered — dispassionately, 
the ‘telegrams which we publish 
to-day are not otherwise than 
might, for the time beitig, have 
been ‘expected. As far as can 
be estimated the revolutionaries 
outnumbered their opponents by at 
least two to one ; according to some 
estimates the disproportion is far’ 
greater and that in 1 comparison of 
trained men only, without calculat- 
ing the revolutionaries’ newly 
drilled recruits. Since the two 
sides met, there has been time for 
the revolutionaries to bring up 
reinforcements and more guns from 
Wachang, and to execute a flanking 
movement, but not for the arrival 
of the bulk of the Imperialist forces. 
Moreover, General Yin (‘hang has 
not yet begun to move. The 
assumption is that he is strengthen- 
ing his hold upon Hsinyangchow, 
the key to his line of communica 
tions, and wait before taking 
any decisive action until bis forces 
are all assembled. There remains 
the question of the fleet : and here 
it may be remarked that prudence 
alone would dictate a tial with- 
drawal when the military bave 
retired to Seven Mile Creek. 
Whether the men of the fleet are 
indeed disaffected or not—and the 
story of the lost gunboat may yet 
resolve itself into one of a lucky 
shot and the surrender at discretion 
of the crew—the moral effect of 
having to stay under fire withont 
support from the land would be 
too great to be risked. Until rein- 
forcements arrive from the north, 
Admiral Sah’s business is to cut off 
communication by water and repair 
his sbips, both of which can be 
done just as well below, as at, 
































Hankow. So long as Peking can

FRANCE AND. 
GERMANY. 


Oct. 21.

A hitch, it is said. has occurred, 
owing to the inability of Germany 
to accept the latest offers made hy 
France in respect of compensation 
and although liter telegrams pu 
a different complexion on the affair, 
the length to which the negotiation 
have heen protracted is already 
cause for uneasy Feeling. ‘The posi- 
tion of France in Morocco, one of 
complete political liberty of acti 
wits settled, according to official 
announcements from Berlin, ax long 
ago as September 23. ‘That sucl 
conelusion was not only just, bn 
indecd inevitable, if the ‘difficulty 
was to be adjusted by peaceful 
means, is plain, in view of the 
ignitude of French interests and 
exertions in Morocco. At the time 
that this settlement was reached 
































hopes ran high that * certain 
minor points. still éutstanding,” 
with which the question ‘ of 


compensation appears to have heen 
bracketed, would be the subject of 
a comparatively speedy settlement. 
‘That confidence, a month ago, was 
shared in both capitals. In France 
it was hased on the fact that (i 
Britain was, in a very real sense, 
standing by to see fair play, no less 
than on a new-born national self- 
respect and _self-confiden In 
Germany, perhaps, it was dictated 
by a feeling of the unwisdom of 
adopting an uttitnde from which it 
might subsequently prove incon- 
venient to retreat. A week later 
some differences of phraseology ” 
— diplomatic expression of M. 
Caillaus's—were interpreted by the 
French Press as a demand on the 
part of Germany for modifications 
on pointe which had been regard- 
ed ax settled. The “Westfuelische 
Zeitung.” plunging into the realm 
of prophecy, delivered itself of the 
opinion that the time wus rips for 
breaking off negotiations altogether 
“as the bulk of the British fleet 
must he sent to the Mediterranean 
in view of the Turco-Italian war.” 
On. the fleet declining to 
carry out this ingenious programme, 
the negotiations were continued, 
and the German Press settled down 
to concoct an alternative plan of 
campaign. 

An interval followed. during 
which the Tarco-Italian war proved 
a stthject of great interest to * Ger- 
man official circles and of no 
interest at all to the man 
in the street. We have dealt ona 
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previous occasion with the original 
German demands, whith involved, 
as it scemed, the cession of « large 
and important slice of the French 
Congo. and the handing over to 
German enterprise of the undovel- 
oped wealth of x country of im- 
imense possibilities. ‘These demands, 
he it noted, have never been pub- 
lished with official authorization, » 
point on which Europe is entitled 
to congratulate itself.

And even if the develop- 
ment of Morocco, in which both 
France and Germany might share, 
be regarded as a great, if distant 
ideal, might not the parties to the 
resent negotiations do well to 
low the old Moorish precept and

sends the jam?” 








MUTUAL RESPECT 


AMONG FOES. 
Oct. 23. 

‘We print to-day by the courtesy 
of the China Inland Mission a 
first-hand account of the fightin, 
at Hankow on Wednesday and 
Thursday which ended in the 
retrest of the Imperialist troops. 
A more contemptible story it would 
be difficult to imagine. Not only: 
did the Imperislists offer practically 
no resistance by land, but the re- 
yolutionists turned tail at the first 
taste of the cruisers’ fire, the one 
arter from which any show of 
ght was made on the Imperialist 
side ; while a couple of shots, not 
too well directed, were sufficient to’ 
bring down the rebel officers at a 
ran from the tower on the race 
course to which they had mounted 
in order to direct operations. The 
brunt of the work wonld seem to 
have been borne by the coolies 
whom the rebel leaders sent ahead, 
on the Thursday morning, to re- 
connoitre the Imperialist camp. No 
doubt these were the elderly coolies 
whom our correspondent saw, the 
other day, recruited at Wuchang. 
The younger and likelier men, of 
whom the same writer spoke, would 
remember, in common with their 
revolutionary masters, that they 
had yet many years of life which 
they could ‘not afford to risk. 
Fortunately for all parties the 
coolie corps was able to report the 
Imperialist camp and as 
the gunboats had temporarily dis- 
appeared down stream, the rebel 





troops were able to indulge in the 
congenial task of looting without: 
uneasiness. So far the whole 
encounter reads 
‘common street fight in which each 
party calls aloud upon the spectators 
to prevent him from doing the 
other a mischief. To such a 
competition in mutual forbearance 
the name of battle, even of skirmish- 
ing, can only be applied by sarcasm. 

No doubt we shall be told that 
there are sub-currents of feeling 
which would pat a nobler aspect 
‘upon these brilliant operations, that 
the Imperialist troops are at heart 
with the rebels, that brother will 
not fire upon brother. As regards 
the Iwmperialists’ behaviour three 
sufficiently good explanations may 
be advanced: that they were in a 
hopeless minority ; that they bad not | 
been paid their wages for a longer 
time than itis safe to depend upon 
any loyalty unsupported by bard 
cash ; and that they knew that at! 
least some of the ammunition sup- 
plied them was composed of those 
wooden shells that hayeactually been 














picked up in man concession 
at Hankow. What, however, is to 
be thought of the rebels? In 
slaughtering innocent Manchus at 





Wachang they are, no doubt, brav 
enough. That piece of barbarity 
has been somewhat obscured by the 
enthusiasm displayed hitherto for 
the generally correct attitude of 
the revolutionary leaders. But if 
the latter expect to found a secure 
constitation in Chins, it is high time 
that such horrid deeds were realized 
at their true value and denounced— 
as we should denounce similar pro- 
soriptions on the Imperialist side— 
especially when they contrast so 
deplorably with the failure of the 
rebel to stand up to Admiral 
Sab’s gans. which at any rate were 
real enough. What sort of leaders 
these are to undertake the unthink- 
ably difficult work of founding » 
new government for the vast Em- 
pire of China, it will be well for 
those who shout so enthusiastically 
for the revolution, from a safe dis- 
tance, to ask themselves dispas- 
sionately before they, too, raise the 
flag of revolt, With all its short- 
comings and manifold incapacities, 
we cannot but feel that it were 
best that the Imperial Government 
should win, as has been said, at a 
price. Under pressure of a great 
fear that Government may reform. 
Bat as yet there is no convincing 
evidence that the revolutionaries 
have anything better to offer for 
the united welfare of the Empire 
then as many different governments 
‘as there are provinces and sects of 
reformers. 

In the light of last week’s events 
we may question the ability of the

So far as can be seen the 
rebel plan of campaign appears to 
be to establish an fndependent 
government at Hankow and Wu- 
chang and defy Peking to dislodge 
them, an example which, if success- 
fully protracted, might be followed 
with awkward results elsewhere, a 
revolution by stale-mate, Against 
this, the Imperial Government has 
it clearly in mind to play that card 
of clemency which we anticipated 
last week. Whether the people of 
Hapeh will put much faith in the 
edict which we reproduce to day, 
has yet to be shown. But conquest 
by means of hard cash and kind 
words is undoubtedly a prominent 
part of the programme that the 
Imperial officers have to carry out. 
Mernwhile the world waits expec- 
tantly for some movement on the 
part of General Yin-Chang. The 
possibility of a notable victory 
by the northern troops has still 
to be taken into account. 


























THE HOME RULE 
CAMPAIGN. 
Oct. 24. 

Avren a period of comparative 
quiescence, brought about by a 
very definite expression of opinion 
by the people of Great Britain, 
Home Rule has once again come 
forward to occupy the centre of the 
political stage. It is needless to 
describe those scenes in the drama 
of British destiny which have led 
up to the present critical position. 
But it may be pointed out that if 
the nation, at any time during the 
past twenty years, had deiermined 
to enforce the finality of its pre- 
vious decision, it could have done 
so by the adoption of that measure 
of redistribution of seats which has 
been so ardently and so ably advo- 
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cated hy Sir Henry Kimber. The 
neglect of that proposal has exer- 
cised a most potent influence upon 
the course of legislation. With 
the two great parties in the State 
more or less evenly balanced, the 
Nationalist vote in the House of 
Commons has been weighty enough 
to turn the scale. That vote, 
directed by Mr. John Redmond, 
has already enabled a Liberal 
Government to pass not only a 
highly contentious Budget, but also 
the recent Parliament Bill, a mea- 
sure which, it is safe to say, will 
never be understood by the people 
until its inevitable and disastrous 
consequences begin to make them- 
selves felt. As the price of that 
support, the Nationalist leader has 
imposed upon the Government the 
adoption of the scheme which is 
the aim and object of his whole 
political career. And now that! 
Jove, as represented by the people, 
may be presumed to be nodding, 
wearied by two general elections 
and apathetic at the close of a great 

litical campaign, Mr. Redmond 
opes and helieves that he can 
extract from the Government the 
fulfilment of its secret pledges with 
the least delay or possibility of! 
future reprisals, 

In the campaign which is now 
opening, the influence of geography 
upon oratory is a most significant 
feature. Speaking in Whitechapel 
Mr. Redmond is at pains to explain 
that the real cause of his presence 
is the necessity of replying to a 
Unionist campaign of calumny and 
hostility against Ireland ; the fight 
is one waged by the democracies 
of Great Britain, Ireland, and the 
dominions against the forces of! 
reaction and privilege. Which 
remarks, be it said, suggest that Mr. 
Redmond and the Chancellor of 
the Exchequer have arrived by 
different paths at somewhat similar 


conclusions. Speaking in Ireland, |i 


he adopts a very different tone. 
There he tells his hearers that vic-| 
tory is near at hand; that the 
Government is being made to toe 
the line ; that having paid the piper 
in advance he is now calling the 
tune ; and that the whole world, 
more or less, is consumed with anx- 
iety to subscribe dollars for “ the 
canse.”” It has heen remarked that 
these same subscribers ure occa- 
sionally ignorant of the ingredients 
of the political sauce which accom- 
panies the alluring dish. Mr As 
quith, Colonel Seely, and other! 
Government speakers politely differ 
from Mr. Redmond. The Govern- 
ment has long been meaning to 
solve the Irish question, and now:

It has been 
said, in some quarters, that what 
Treland desires is.a parliament akin 
to those possessed hy the British 
self-governing colonies. But the 
positions are by no means parallel, 
In ever other , instance in 
which self-government has been 
granted, it has been simply the sub- 
stitution of an existing bond of 
Imperial unity for the unnecessary 
restraint of Imperial domination. 
Canada has recently demonstrated 
the fact in no half-hearted fashion ; 
South Africa, short as its autonomy’ 
has been, has already taken an hon-| 
ouruble place in the it compan: 
of the Ein jire. Does the ovseess 
point to the existence of a similar 
md in the case of Irish National-' 
ism? The loyalists in Ireland do 
not think so. The word has gone 
forth that Ulster is arming and that, 
teteee the separation is effected, 
ere will be the test struggle 
since the civil — Tn Ireland, 
unhappily, the bitterness of religi- 
ous controversy is added to that of: 
political strife. To the theory that 
religious differences must necessari- 
ly preclude political unity, the 
existence of the Empire is a trium- 
phant denial. But Ireland has 
always seemed, up to the present, 
to be an exception. That fact, 
coupled with the financial difficulty, 
fs the erax of the ‘whole question. 
Separation must be mutual, and the 
question is whether Ireland, in 
taking over the right of managing 
her own affairs, is prepared to un- 
dertake the responsibilities such 
management involves. Whether 
the poverty of Ireland is due to 
English mismanagement or no, the 
people of England will welcome 
any reasonable scheme for the relief 
of distress and for setting Ireland 
on the high road of prosperity. But 
they cannot reasonably be expected 
to supply money in the spendin, 
of which (ny would bave sto vise 
Yet that would be the outcome of 
the policy* which is now being 
pressed forward. That the real 
opinion of the country has changed 
with regard to Home Rule we do: 
not believe. But the appeal of. 
Unionists must be to reason rather 
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than to any sentimental sympathy 
with national aspirations, if the ver- 
dict of the country is to’ be, in the 
words of Sir Edward Carson, that 
the United Kingdom is the United 
Kingdom still.” 








REFUGEES AND 


COMPRADORES, 
Oct. 24. 


Tax Hupeh revolution gives riso 
to many side issues, and it will be 
well not to allow the major interest 
of the supreme struggle to obscure 
the possibility of minor dangers, 
Among these we would call special 
attention to the danger of Chinese 
refugees arriving in Shanghai in a 
destitute condition. For some days 
past there have been strong suspi- 
vions that the refugees are being 
scandalously “squeezed” by the 
ships’ compradores. In want of 
ready money, passengers are com- 
pelled to pawn their jewellery to 
these gentry. The charges, it is 
said, are often exorbitant, the 
promised accommodation is- possibly 
not forthooming, even then, until 
more jewellery bas been surrendered, 
‘and at the end the refugees arrive 
in Shanghoi practically penniless. 
We quote common report. . But 
‘one such case at least has been 
brought directly to the notioe of 
one of the leading shipping com- 
panies of Shanghai, which is now 
sifting it; and there is unfortunately 
no inherent improbability in the 
story. In any event prevention is 
better thun cure, and it is urgently 
necessary that’ stops should be 
takon to prevent complaint. The 
distress of the coming winter, even 
without the aid of the revolution, 
must be acute. It can scarcely 
fuil to react even upon the normally 
well-to-do Chinese population of 
Shanghai; and the prospect of 
looal embarrassment being increased 
by the addition of large numbers 
of destitute refugees, to whom we 
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would not refuse asylum even if 
we could, is not pleasing. With 
proper warning, such as placards 
put up prominently river 
steamers to announce the proper 
fare, the vast majority of refugees 
would arrive with funds enough to 
keep them during the weeks that will 
probably have elapsed before they 
venture back to their homes. We 
are convinced that it is only 
necessary to call the shipping com- 
panies’ attention to the matter in 
order to have it rectified. 


REVOLUTION OR 
REFORMATION ? 
Oct, 25. 


Wrru the fall of Kiukiang fol- 
lowing closely upon that of Ichang 
it must be admitted that the cause’ 
of the Hupeb: revolt has made not- 
able progress, upon the lines 
predicted by its sympathizers else- 
where. How far those predictions 
were based upon intuitive know- 
ledge of Chinese human nature, 
how far they were the outcome of 
real acquaintance with an organized 
plan of campaign. we aro at liberty 
to ask. Nothing succeeds like 
success, as may be seen from the 
preparations of certain hot-headed 
young Chinese of Shanghai to go 
‘and join themselves to the revolu- 
tionari it Wuchang. At the: 
same time it is undeniable that the 
insurgents are entitled to be jabil- 
ant. From west to east they are 
practically supreme for the time 
being in the whole of the Hupeh 
reaches of the Yangtze. Whatever 
may be thought of the so-called 
fighting of last Wednesday and 
Thursday at Hankow, there is no’ 
disguising the fact that the Im- 
perialists ran away, when there is 
reason to believe that with a little 
determination they might have put 
an entirely different complexion 
upon the events of the day, leaving 
behind them stores which were 
even more important to the Im- 
perialist cause than the lost 
position. Finally, it is clear that 
tho insurgents have friends wher- 
ever they go, scarcely less amongst 
foreigners than among their com- 
patriots ; while the Manchus have 
no friends and are, moreover, in 
hard straits for the money that is 
all important to their cause. 

Unquestionably the methods of 
revolution have been immensely’ 
improved since the days of the 
Taiping Rebellion. It is immaterial 
for the moment whether the in- 
surgents of Hupeh were, primarily, 
bond fide revolutionists or dis- 
grantled soldiers; whether they 
owe their success to their own 
organization or to the inefficiency 























of their foes; whether they are at 
all points in accord with Dr. Sun 
Yat-sen, Kang Yu-wei and other con- 
ventional _revolutionist-reforwers. 
‘These yuestions will tell when it is 
seen whether the revolt can indeed 
permeate all China as it has per- 
meated southern Hupeb. What we 
remark now is that for the first 
time in the history of Chiva revolt’ 
against constituted authority has 
been entirely divorced from the 
hatred of foreigners, which has 
been so marked a cl istic of 
former agitations ; that in addition 
to armed resistance the Imperial 
Government bas now to reckon with 
an extensive native l’ress which has 
been steadily and successfully in- 
culeating hatred of the Manchus 
above all, that the Government's 
enemies have watched the inefficient 
administration of the country and 
have seized the opportune moment, 
when the whole of the Yangtze 
Valley cries out against over- 
taxation and disaster born of the 
floods, with what can only be called 
masterly acumen. Yet in this last 
factor, it may be possible to discern 
reasons for discounting some at 
least of the present triumphs of the 
revolutionary standard. Our Ichang

print to-day, written as it was on 
the very eve of the city’s declaring 
itself for the insurgents, throws a 
most illuminating light upon the 
causes of that conversion.

Ever since 
that date, wireless telegraphy has 
remained in the realm of practical 
life. In 1902, during a passage 
from Liverpool to New York, the 
Conarder Lucania continued in 
touch with the west coast of Ire- 
land until she picked up mes- 
sages from her sister ship, the 
armania, going the other way, 
and remained in communication 
with her until she received 
other communications from Sandy 
Hook. That, at the time, was 
considered quite a remarkable per- 
formance. Now hardly minute 
passes either by day or night with- 
out official and commercial mee- 
sages being sent between England 
and Canada. 

‘The last report of the Post- 
master-General shows how greatly 
the Marconi system has spread in 
the British Islands. More extra- 
ordinary still has been its rapid 
extension to ships. No fewer than 





702 vessels bad been —sup- 
plied with wireless installations 
up to the end of June, 


1910. That number is rapidly 
extending, and on more than one 
occasion the possession of the new 
apparatus has been accompanied in 
time of danger by dramatic result. 
Most of the men-of-war now on 
the China station have it, and some 
of the mail ships and other liners. 
The day is not far distant, probably, 
when a wirles installation mill be 
compulsory for all passenger vessels. 
Bat for the British Empiro as a 





whole, all previous installations are 
to be put into the shade by the 
proposed world-wide establishment!

For one who is not snfficiently 
acquainted with the map of the 
world to carry it in mind, a glance 
ata Mercator chart is a useful aid 
in understanding the wide scope of 
the new derarture, which must 
deprive Ariel's “ girdle round the 
earth in forty minutes” of most 
of its Elizabethan wonder. London 
itself becomes the starting point. 
Messages to or from it will 
cross France and Spain between 
the capital and Gibraltar. Thence 
two paths open, one the 
West African, the other the 
Mediterranean to Malta and Cyp- 
rus, thas completely bridging the 
inland sea. Farther afield we 
come to dusty Aden. It is im- 
possible not to notice that, so far, 
strategic considerations have had 
the predominant influence. Gib- 
raltar guards the entrance to the 
Mediterranean, Malta its centre, 
Cyprus its exit, while Aden, for its 
part, and with the aid of its de- 
pendency, Perim, stands sentinel at 
the southern gateway of the Red 
Sea. Thence to Bombay is not far, 
and in all probability the next im- 
portant station will be at or near 
Colombo, another strategic centre 
of vast importance. — Watching 
‘over the Straits of Malacca is 
Singapore, the 
Here is to be established another 
centre from which Australia will 
be within reach. Very complete is 
the scheme for the perfect linkin 
up of the island continent wit 
fow Zealand and the islands of the 
Pacific. The islands have al- 
ready been chosen as the site for 
another station, and there may be 
others. Singapore will also be in 
communication with Hongkong, 
and in time, perhaps by way of 
Fanning Island, the final link in 
the chain round the earth will be 
completed by joining up the west 
coast of British (olumbia. Then, 
it is expected, the great object will 
be attained, and the Empire will be 
effectively connected in all its parts. 
‘The scheme is but one of several 
that have grown ont of the recent 
| Conference. Oar increas- 
graphic service is ons, the 
wireless scheme is another. It is’ 
possible to over-estimate the 
benefit to the Navy, and thus to the 
Empire, of the new departure.

VOLUNTEERS. 


On Thareday a party under the sas- 
pices of the Red Cross Society left 
Shanghai for the front. Sinoe the start 
‘of the movement to have a Red Cross 
‘corps op the field of operations, there 
has been s hearty response to the call 
for volaoteers, and now three foreign 
doctors, two Ohinese stndente, and » 
trained staff are ready to proceed. The 
party is under the charge of Dr. Cox. 
who will be assisted by Dr. Olesen, Dr. 
Bennett, Dr. B. Y. Wong, and Dr, 
C. 8. Yang and twenty-five stadente, 
with three Chinese and three Japanese 
‘noses. A steamer bas been placed at 
their disposal by the China Merchants 
8. N. Co., and to-morrow will witners 
their departare. 
To sid the work of the Society s mars 
meeting of Chinese was held io the 
Town Hall on Tueedsy evening, Mr. 
Shen Tan-bo presided, and in addrese- 
ing the gathering broaght into pro- 
‘minenoe the subject of the neutrality to 
be observed by the members of the Red 
Cross Society. Those on the Imperialist 
side who were wounded would be handed 
back to the Imperialist, and those on 
side of the revolutionaries would, 
when recovered, be banded over to the 
revolationaries, while those working on 
farms who might be injared would be 
restored to their farms, This was the 
only Red Cross Society in Chios re- 
cognized by the Geneva Convention, and 
they would abide by the rules of the 
Convention, He also emphasized the 
necessity for a big hospital in such a 
place as Hankow, and to cover all 
their expenses be hoped to be able to

Dr. Cox, leader of the party, also 
addressed the mesting, snd Isid stress 
‘on the fact that it was entirely dae to 
Mr. Shen Ton-ho that Chins hed a 
Red Cross ‘8: recognized by the 
Geneva Convention.

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WATERED COTTON. 


WORK OF THE NEW TESTING 
HOUSE. 

The campaign against watered cotton 

has resulted in the establisbment of = 


testing house with every prospect of | 768! 


success. Premises in Kisngee road, No. 
41, have been adapted for the work, 
and already a staff of filty men, 
Eoropeans, Japanese, and Chinese, 
engaged in the work, under the direction 
of Mr. R. Macgregor. A very efficient 
system has been devised for testing’ 
cotton prior to the issue of export! 
certificates. Samples obtained by the! 
Examiners are sent in sesled canisters to 
the testing bouse. Here they ar 

ith the greatest accuracy 
delicate sosles, and each sample is placed 
in an oven heated by gas and kept at 
‘an even temperatare. The moistare io 
the cotton escapes through an apertare 
in the top of the oven. When the 
cotton is perfectly dry, again 
weighed, and « comparison of figures at 
once gives the per centage of water. For 
cotton found to bebelow twelve per cent., 
below standard ” certificate is issued, 
and when fifteen per cent, is exceeded a 
cortificate is refused. ‘There are at pre- 
sent forty-five ovens working, and the 
equipment is sufficient to enable the 
staff to deal with from 5,000 to 7,000 
samples a day. Every day since work 
began there, the testing house staff has 
been busy, and the work is likely 
to increase considerably expecially it 
the Chinese mills join the leading cotton 
mills and export hongs in supporting 
the scheme, The new testing house is 
the most efficient that bas ever under- 
taken this work in Sbaogbai, and its 
operation should have an excellent 
effect upon a highly important indastry.

Shinchow, Oct. 7, 1911. 

Some weeks ago the Sub-Magistrate 
of Fa K’e, in the Yinta District, was 
Ikidoapped ty robbers. His honse was 
attacked in daylight, aod he, with 
several of his women folk, was carried 
off by a large band of robbers. Several 
thousand dollars are said to be demanded 
for his ransom and it robable that 
the sam will shortly ba paid, but the 
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incident, empbasizing, as it doer, the 
boldness of the brigands and the 
potence of the authorities, has occasioned 
‘8 growing feeling of anessiness. Three 
weeks sgo a detachment of Kusngei 
troops came op from Canton and 
marched some way into the interior 
fcom Yiogtak, bat the robbers simply 
retreated into labyrinths of ioaccessibla 
hilla and waited notil the troopsdeparted. 

On September 25 an Engl 
missionary, scoompanied by a friend

It is greatly desired that the Govern- 
ment will be able to carry ont some 
really good plans for the colonization of 
the valosble lands, as yet undeveloped, 
in Mancbnria, and thos add very greatly 
to the food supplies of the world from 

where drought or floods are 
scarcely known, 

The Government should not worry 
very much about Mongolia jast at 
present, bat should endeavour to open 
up the magnificent region which is 
inflaenced by the Jspancee Gulf Stream, 
the north-eastern section of Manchuria, 
‘an area, fit for cultivation, of at least 
‘one hundred square miles, There are 
bat few mountains and the bills, which 
‘sre not suitable for coro, should be 
allowed to retain their forests, and thus 
‘condace to keeping the climate as good 
as it is now. 

It would be ascless to attempt to 
bring up the half-starved families from 
the Yangtze Valley, bat Shantang farm- 
‘mers make excellent colonists, and these, 
‘as osual, shunld prepare may for 
others to follow.

bat as yet the revolationary programme 
would appear to inclnde no effective 
substitate. The aversge Chinese do nxt. 
understand a repablic, Had one of the 
sons of Han been sot op Emperor 
of Chins, we might bave bad a long- 
drawn stroggle for supremacy between 
the Chinese and Mancha Emperors. 
But there is no such perton, or we 
should bave heard of bim by now, whose 
claim to rale over China will be an- 
disputed and accepted in all the pro- 
vinces.

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Even to Peking it must have come 
‘as a sarprise that Canton, which has 
had the reputation of being « hot-bed of 
revolution, should have remained ab- 
solately quiet. ‘The revolt in Szechuan 
mas crashed jast when it started in 
Hopeb, and it seems to bave been an 
easy task for Peking to keep watch 
over other places before making a move 
toward Wachang. As we bave oid, 
there may still be some startling changes 
in the situation, but the omens are 
against it.

At the instance of the Imperial 
Maritime Customs an interesting case 
was brought before the Court, the 
circumstances in which tended to show 
© method of swindling the service by 
substituting parcels when brought up 
for examination, The case was one in 
which = coolie named Yang Ab-loh 
was charged with being concerned with 
one not in custody in defranding the 
Castoms of the daty on certain goods. 
Mr. R.H.R. Wade, Deputy Commis- 
sioner, appeared for the Customs, aud 
the Police were represented by Det.- 
Sgt. Prosser. 

Mr. Wade explained that the case 
before the Court arose arose ont of « 
parcel which was brought to be examined 
by the Customs sbroff of Messrs. Gar- 
rels, Borner & Co, This sbroff had 
brought a parcel to the Post Office to 
be examined, bat on reaching there 
had substitated for it another parcel, 
‘This false parcel wat examined and 
given to the accused to seal and stamp, 
‘The fslse parcel was of much smaller 
jsions than the original parcel, and 
Id bave been marked “daty 
free.” However, the parcel that was 
posted at the German Post Office was 
‘a much larger parcel than that 
by the Customs, and it bad the seal 
‘and stamp of the Customs upon it, 
showing that the coolie must have 
sesled the larger parcel, and not the 
one which bad been examined. This 
was marked “duty psyable,” and 
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Garrels, Borner & Co, bad said 
tbat they bad paid duty upon it. 
‘at caouey_bad_oot bean received by 
The man who was 
le for the frand was 
the sbroff of this frm, bat he could not 
bave done witbont the connivance of the 
Customs employe. The Police were 
asked to arrest this employe, bot they 
could not find him, Messrs. Ga:
